Think Reward too Small 
The rew ard of HOO >vhich the Com­ 
mission has been authorized to offer 
for inform ation regarding the vandal 
is thought hero to be entirely too 
small to bring the quick apprehension 
of the guilty party and th at the same 
is the feeling elsewhere is shown in 
the following from S aturday’s H ar­ 
risburg Star-Independent. 
“In legislative circles this morning, 
especially among those members of 
the House who remained over here 
and did not go home for the week end. 
there wa* much discussion over the 
stories of vandalism th at come from 
G ettysburg battlefield. The smashing 
of valuable and beautiful monuments 
this week by some villain has made 
the people of the S tate exceedingly 
angry and anxious to get the perpe­ 
trato rs of the villainy, to the end that 
they may lie punished, and from what 
was said to-day it is likely that a 
resolution will be offered in the House 
on Monday night authorizing the Gov­ 
ernor to offer a rew ard for the ap 
prehension and punishm ent of the das­ 
tard who m utilated 
the 
Handsome 
m onum ents on the battlefield. The old 
soldiers in the House are especially 
incensed, and say they apprehend no 
difficulty in securing the passage of 
such a resolution, as they are con­ 
vinced th at the offer of a sufficient 
rew ard will stim ulate the detectives 
in their efforts to catch the vandals.” 
Crowd* Visit the Monuments 
Sunday saw hundreds of people on 
the battlefield, visiting the sections 
where the m onuments were desecra 
ted. The people of the town and sur­ 
rounding county in large numbers 
journeyed out along the avenues and 
viewed the damaged m em orials while 
people from considerable distance also 
took Sunday for a trip here. The m at­ 
ter has been given the greatest publi­ 
city in city new spapers and the whole 
country seems to be aroused over the 
affair. 
T hat the town of G ettysburg was to 
pet the blame, a t the hands of lgno 
rant parties, was to be expected and 
reports have reached this office of 
persons in other p arts of the state 
m aking statem ents sim ilar to these, 
“W hat kind of citizens does G ettys 
burg have, any w ay” ; “If th a t’s the 
kind of people the town has, I wonder 
if if s safe to go there". Needless to 
say the town is blamed for the affair 
only by the most ignorant and illite­ 
rate, and the people generally are 
as anxious as the authorities for the 
apprehension of the guilty man. 
Since the affair occurred, suggest 
ions have been num erous for the fu­ 
ture care of the battlefield,m any seem -1 
ing to think that the present guard is 
not sufficient to prevent ie-recurrence 
of the trouble and the suggestion has 
even been made th a t a company of 
cavalry, stationed 
somewhere 
else, 
could very readily be moved to Get­ 
tysburg for perm anent patrol service 
on the avenues. 


Owner of Battle Picture Meets Lo­ 


cal Citizens and Decides to Hurry 


to Completion Large Budding on 


Cemetery Hill. 


T hat the building to house the G et­ 
tysburg Battle Picture—more gene­ 
rally known as the eyclorama— will 
be completed May first was confident­ 
ly promised Saturday afternoon a t a 
m eeting of H. J. Hahne, of Newark, 
owner of the picture, with representa­ 
tives of the local Board of Trade a t 
Hotel G ettysburg. 
Mr. Hahne, values the painting, re­ 
cognized as the most famous battle 
picture in the world, at $200,000 and 
has leased it for an indefinite period 
to the company which has in charge 
the erection of the building on E ast 
Cem etery Hill. This company has been 
formed in New Jersey with a capital of 
$25,000. 
Work at the building has l>een going 
along rapidly for some weeks and the 
heavy steel fram ew ork is now all in 
position showing clearly the general 
outlines of the structure. The masons 
for the brick work are expected today 
and no time will lie lost. The building 
will have a concrete floor and the sky 
light will be thirty-five feel in diam e­ 
ter. The battle picture is to blend 
gradually into a light blue canvas 
w'hich will term inate a t the skylight 
in such a m anner as to make the 
whole upper effect appear as natural 
sky. 
The building is to be ready for use 
for the state convention of Odd Fel­ 
lows here in May and will be equip­ 
ped at the time with a tem porary 
stage and movable chairs. It is prob­ 
able that th* picture will not be, 
hung until after this convention but 
it will be in position before the battle 
anniversary celebration.A nominal fee 
of twenty-five cents is to be charged 
for admission and T. T. Fryer, of 
Newark,who has moved to G ettysburg 
will lie the custodian and will ex­ 
plain the painting lo all who wish 
such explanation. 
It was Mr. Fryer who discovered 
the picture after a fire in Boston 
which destroyed the building where 
the painting had been housed. He call­ 
ed Mr. Hahne's attention to it when 
he learned that French 
capitalists 
were planning to buy it. Mr. Hahne 
believed it to tie his patriotic duty 
to save the rem arkable picture, al­ 
m ost 
*60 feet in length, for this 
ountry, and made the purchase.latter 
he exhibited it in a large rotunda in 
his Newark store and from there it 
was taken to the Pension Office but 
so numerous were the visitors that it 
was necessary to take the picture out 
in order to prevent the crowds from 
hindering the work of th at dep art­ 
ment. It was also displayed in New 
York and Baltimore. 
Several of the men who w ert origi­ 
nally connected with the company and 
have since been dropped told the story 
that it was their desire to have the 
governm ent buy the picture.M r Hahne 
does not hold that view of the m atter 
and has leased the present site for a 
period of ten years. The building will 
be attractive in design and the cyclora- 
ma a valuable addition to G ettys­ 
burg’s other attractions.

al Rural Schools in One Large 


Building. W old Transport Po­ 


ds Living Far Away. 


The loath regular m eeting of the 
Fruit Growers Association of Adams 
County was held in F ruit Growers* 
Hall, Bendersville, on Saturday a fte r­ 
noon. The subject of public school 
education with special reference lo 
the consolidation or centralization of 
rural school was presented by Prof. 
Jam es G. Pentz, of the State D epart­ 
ment of Public In stru ctio n al^ County 
Superintendent IL Milton Ruth. The 
m atter ha* particular local interest in 
the fact th at the school directors of 
Menallen township are confronted with 
the alternative 
of building a central 
school to replace 
six 
single 
room 
schools or building one 2-room und at 
least two single room houses in the 
next year or two. 
Both speakers went very thoroughly 
into the question, bringing out the 
fact that, where local conditions such 
as roads, density of population and 
shape of the district would perm it of 
consolidation, many advantage.-* could 
lie secured in this way. The general 
statem ent was made— based on re ­ 
ported experiences in other states, as 
well as several counties in our own 
state 
that four teachers in a 4-room 
building can successfully replace six 
or seven, each in a separate school 
house. 
Obviously the cost of heat, care of 
building and so on would be much 
less in a single building, and the re­ 
sult as to heat, ventilation and sani­ 
tation would be much more satisfac­ 
tory. The difference in the cost has 
been found more than sufficient to 
jay for providing wagon* and driver* 
to convey the children to the central 
school. 
The advantages to the pupil* in a 
well graded central school over the 
single room school house, with all 
grades taught by one teacher, are too 
well recognized to need much com­ 
ment. Quite plainly it i* not possible 
for any teacher to hear twenty-five 
or more each day—covering alt grades 
and give any individual attention tt 
the student. 
All 
these 
points 
were 
clearly 
shown by the two speakers and the 
question will be given the most care­ 
ful consideration both by the school 
directors and the other residents of 
Menallen township.
